SIX  REMARKABLE  LATE  10th  CENTURY  PENNIES. 

By  Frank  Purvey. 

I  should  like  to  record  six  remarkable  coins  and  three  fragmentary  coins  which 
have  recently  come  to  light  from  two  quite  unconnected  sources. 

The  fragments  (nos.  1,  2  and  3),  the  Edward  the  Martyr  of  Stamford  (no.  4),  and 
the  Aethelred  II,  first  small  cross  type  of  Chester,  moneyer  Aelfstan  (no.  6)  came 
from  a  miscellaneous  collection  of  coins  from  the  Chester  area. 

The  other  coins  were  in  the  possession  of  an  Oxfordshire  collector  who  had 
shown  them  to  the  Ashmolean  museum  over  twenty  years  ago.  In  fact  Mr.  F. 
Elmore- Jones  had  himself  examined  them  as  long  ago  as  1948.  At  that  time,  of  course, 
the  mint  of  Horncastle  had  yet  to  be  identified  and  the  coin  was  tentatively  ascribed 
to  Lincoln  on  account  of  the  curious  style  of  bust  which  is  a  feature  of  the  Lincoln 
mint  at  that  period. 

One  of  the  most  astonishing  things  is  that  both  the  First  Small  Cross  coins  of 
Chester  (one  from  each  source)  share  the  same  obverse  die  and  are  probably  the 
only  two  coins  of  this  mint  and  type  outside  the  British  museum. 

That  all  these  coins  are  strays  from  the  same  hoard  is  at  least  a  possibility,  and 
these  discoveries  accentuate  not  only  the  importance  of  every  coin  found  being 
reported  to  the  authorities,  but  also  the  desirability  of  museums  being  able  to 
record  photographically  every  coin  of  interest  that  is  shown  to  them.  How  many 
more  rare  and  interesting  coins  there  must  be  awaiting  discovery !

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  reverse  die,  combined  with  the  same  obverse  die, 
was  used  before  the  addition  of  the  annulet  (B.N.J.  1942/43,  p.  69,  Fig  15)  and  that 
it  was  still  in  use  after  Edward’s  death  in  979  during  the  striking  of  Ethelred  II 
First  Small  Cross  type  (B.N.J. ,  1934,  PI.  3-34).

From  different  dies  to  Hunter  Sylloge  no.  764  of  this  moneyer  and  possibly  only 
the  second  known  specimen  of  the  reign  of  this  mint.  This  coin  is  illustrated  by 
R.  A.  G.  Carson  in  Num.  Chron.  (1949),  Ser.  VI,  Vol.  IX  at  PI.  XII — 3  from  a  plaster 
cast  in  the  B.M.  and  is  the  only  coin  there  recorded  of  this  reign.

These  two  coins  probably  represent  the  only  two  examples  of  the  Chester  mint 
of  this  very  rare  type  outside  the  British  Museum.  Incidentally  the  type  is  unrecorded 
for  the  mint  in  both  “North”  and  the  Chester  (Willoughby  Gardner  Collection) 
Sylloge  although  it  is  in  fact  represented  by  two  specimens  in  the  National  Collection 
both  ex  the  1914  Chester  (Pemberton’s  Parlour)  hoard,  one  a  coin  of  the  money er 
Aelfstan  and  the  other  a  coin  of  the  moneyer  Deorlaf  ( Num .  Chron.  1920,  p.  158, 
nos.  81  and  82  respectively). 

In  all  probability  all  these  coins  come  from  that  same  Chester  hoard.  No.  6  is 
from  a  different  pair  of  dies  to  those  of  the  B.M.  specimen  of  the  same  moneyer  but 
it  is  from  the  same  obverse  die  as  no.  7  and  it  is  also  from  the  same  obverse  die  as 
the  coin  of  Deorlaf  in  the  B.M.  These  two  coins  (nos.  6  and  7)  thus  establish  a 
^  triple  moneyer  die  link  between  Aelfstan,  Deorlaf  and  Maelsuthan.  Aelfstan  is  a 
0  prolific  Chester  moneyer  throughout  the  reign  but  Maelsuthan,  a  very  rare  moneyer 
indeed,  is  unpublished  for  it.  Hitherto  his  known  types  have  only  been :  Edgar  Three 
Line  type  (e.g.  B.M.C.  no.  29,  Chester  Sylloge  nos.  93  and  94),  Edgar  ‘Reform’ 
type  (one  coin-Chester  Sylloge  no.  107)  and  Edward  the  Martyr  (one  coin-Hunterian 
Sylloge  no.  739).  Incidentally  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  what  must  surely  be  a 
variant  of  this  very  uncommon  name,  only  known  at  this  mint,  reappears  at  Chester 
as  Macsuthan  on  a  few  very  rare  coins  of  Canute’s  first  (Quatrefoil)  type  some 
thirty-five  years  later. 

Michael  Dolley,  writing  in  the  current  British  Numismatic  Journal  (XXXVI, 
1967)  on  an  unsuspected  instance  of  Early  Middle  Irish  influence  on  English  name¬ 
giving  postulates  that  both  names  have  an  Irish  context;  that  of  Mael  Suthan  equating 
“servant  of  Suthan”  and  Macsuthan  equating  “son  of  Suthan”. 

Perhaps,  too,  it  should  be  mentioned  that  on  p.  34  of  the  Chester  Sylloge,  Deorlaf 
is  recorded  as  being  a  Last  Small  Cross  moneyer  but  surely  this  must  be  a  mistake. 
In  any  case  Deorlaf  should  now  be  recorded  as  a  First  Small  Cross  moneyer  as 
also  should  Aelfstan  and  Maelsuthan.  Although  all  three  are  coins  of  the  same  issue 
it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  considerable  difference  in  the  style  of  the  bust  on  these 
two  coins  and  the  one  which  follows.  As  might  be  expected  it  is  clear  from  this  that 
Chester  does  not  come  within  the  orbit  of  the  Lincoln/York  die  engraving  centres 
at  this  period.

This  excessively  rare  mint  was  first  identified  by  Michael  Dolley  and  published 
by  him  in  a  very  convincing  paper  in  the  British  Numismatic  Journal ,  (XXIX, 
1959,  pp.  51-54)  on  an  unpublished  coin  from  a  Swedish  hoard  of  Ethelred’s  First 

Hand  type  reading  +/Ei>£’LGA‘R  PVO  Horn  (the  o  and  R  ligate) 
which  then  was,  and  still  is,  unique. 

Since  then  a  second  specimen  of  the  mint,  a  coin  of  Edward  the  Martyr  reading 

•f  AjDELELH  —  I'dQOH  HoR  has  come  to  light  in  the  Berlin  Coin  Cabinet  at 
the  Deutsches  Archaeologisches  Institut  in  West  Berlin  and  is  published  by  Gay  van 
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der  Meer  in  Dona  Numismatica  (Walter  Havernick-Hamburg  1965,  pp.  67-68). 
This  coin  of  Ethelred’s  First  Small  Cross  type  which  must  be  by  the  same  moneyer 
bridges  the  gap  between  the  other  two  and  fulfils  Miss  Van  der  Meer’s  prophecy 
as  to  its  eventual  appearance.  It  is  hardly  open  to  doubt  that  the  dies  of  this  coin  and 
the  one  of  Edward  the  Martyr  are  the  work  of  the  same  hand.  Both  have  the  same 
typical  Lincoln  style  “backless”  bust  and  both  reverse  readings  are  curiously 
blundered  although  in  different  ways  mainly  due  to  the  engraver  being  baffled  by 
the  transcription  of  the  copulative  (normally  M  —  o)  which  is  strangely  blundered 
on  both  coins  although  this  is  not  an  uncommon  feature  at  this  period.  Clearly  the 
same  moneyer’s  name  is  intended  although  it  is  adeleln  on  one  coin  and  adeln 
(the  “ns”  reversely  barred)  on  the  other.  Clearly  too  the  unreduced  form  of  “a” 

for  “A3”  seems  to  be  intentional  (Cf.  ]\X>£ LA VERN  at  Lincoln  at  this  period)  but 

it  is  virtually  impossible  to  guess  exactly  what  name  really  was  intended.  It  is  also 
impossible  to  be  certain  but  the  mint  signature  appears  to  read,  or  have  been  intended  \ 
to  read,  horne  (the  “o”  and  “r”  ligulate)  and  if  this  is  right  there  is  an  extraordinary 
affinity  with  the  First  Hand  type  coin  published  by  Michael  Dolley.  “o”  and 
“r”  ligulate  is  a  most  exceptional  feature  at  this  period  (or  any  other  period  of  the 
10th  and  11th  centuries)  and  I  doubt  whether  there  is  any  parallel  for  it  elsewhere. 
Other  specimens  may  exist,  unrecognised  for  what  they  are,  or  may  eventually 
come  to  light,  but  it  is  by  no  means  impossible  that  this  is  the  only  indisputable 
coin  of  the  Horncastle  mint  in  this  country  at  the  present  time.

This  very  rare  left-facing  variety  of  the  First  Hand  type  is  fully  discussed  in 
Michael  Dolley’s  paper  in  the  British  Numismatic  Journal  (XXXIII,  1964,  pp.  34-38) 
where  all  the  fifteen  specimens  then  known  to  him  are  recorded  and  illustrated  on 
Plate  I.  Three  of  these  (Figs.  C,  D  and  E  on  the  plate)  are  coins  of  the  Chester  mint. 
Two  (Figs.  C  and  D)  of  the  moneyers  Aelfstan  and  Leomman  respectively  are  from 
the  same  obverse  die.  The  third  (Fig.  E)  is  from  the  same  reverse  die  as  Fig.  D, 
but  is  from  a  different  obverse  die.  Incidentally  these  three  coins  are  also  nos.  2,  I 
3  and  5  respectively  on  Plate  VIII  of  the  same  Journal  where  all  the  then  known 
specimens  of  the  Chester  mint  (6  in  number,  three  being  die  duplicates  of  nos.  2, 

3  and  5)  are  illustrated.  Deorlaf,  an  excessively  rare  moneyer  possibly  otherwise 
only  known  in  this  reign  from  the  First  Small  Cross  type  coin  in  the  B.M.  referred 
to  overleaf,  is  certainly  unpublished  in  this  type  and  it  is  particularly  interesting  to 
find  that  this  “new”  coin  of  his  is  from  the  same  obverse  die  as  the  two  coins  which 
are  Figs.  C  and  D  on  Michael  Dolley’s  plate  thus  setting  up  yet  another  triple 
moneyer  die  link,  this  time  between  Aelfstan,  Deorlaf  and  Leomman  (probably  a 
mis-spelling  for  Leofman).  It  is  perhaps  worth  remarking  that  this  coin  makes  a  fifth 
specimen  of  this  very  rare  variety  to  have  appeared  since  Michael  Dolley’s  1964 
B.N.J.  paper  was  written.  Two  of  the  other  coins  (of  the  mints  of  Lymne  and 
Shrewsbury)  are  published  by  him  in  B.N.J. ,  XXXV  (1966),  p.  191.  Two  more, 
both  of  the  Chester  moneyer  Aelfstan,  and  die-duplicates  of  B.N.J.  1964,  Fig.  C,  in 
the  Tingstade  (Gotland)  Find,  are  also  recorded  by  Mr.  Dolley  in  B.N.J.  1967,  p.  66. 
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This  makes  a  total  of  20  published  left-facing  bust  pennies,  only  five  of  which 
are  in  private  hands,  all  the  others  being  distributed  as  follows:  B.M.  7;  Stockholm, 
7;  Chester,  1.

THE  LIFE  AND  WORKS  OF  J.  B.  MERLEN 
AT  THE  ROYAL  MINT.

It  has  been  said  of  Merlen’s  works  that  they  were  too  ornate,  and  not  well  suited 
for  currency  coins  as  the  fine  detail  was  soon  worn  away.  Perhaps  this  criticism  is 
justified  to  a  limited  extent,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  tastes  change  and  that 
his  designs  were  produced  for  “ornate”  times.  The  monarchs  of  this  period,  particu¬ 
larly  George  IV,  were  connoisseurs  of  design  and  patrons  of  the  arts,  of  which 
coinage  designs  must  surely  form  a  part.  The  following  list  of  coins  and  medals 
fairly  represents  Merlen’s  work  at  the  Royal  Mint,  and  reference  numbers  from 
certain  standard  works  are  given  where  possible.

(9)  Pattern  Crowns  of  1828-1829:  In  order  that  I  might  deal  with  these  coins  in  detail,  I 
decided  not  to  list  them  in  the  main  table.  These  patterns  posed  a  number  of  difficulties  as  it 
wras  a  matter  of  considerable  difficulty  to  locate  these  coins  and  examine  them,  or  to  obtain 
suitable  photographs  of  them.  I  have  now,  however,  examined  or  seen  photographs  of  most 
of  the  coins  involved  and  feel  that  their  execution  should  be  attributed  as  follows:

As  coins  9 A  &  B,  Obverse  by  William  Wyon;  Reverse 
by  Merlen.

G.  Pattern  Crown,  1829  :  ESC.  269.  Attributed  to  William  Wyon  by  Seaby.  The  Obverse  is 
by  Wyon,  but  the  Reverse  which  is  the  same  as  9  D  &  E  is  by  Merlen.* 

H.  Pattern  Crown,  1829  :  RMC.  1915,  ESC.  270.  Attributed  to  William  Wyon  alone  by 
Seaby.  The  obverse  is  as  9G  and  is  by  William  Wyon.  The  Reverse,  however,  is  as  the 
proof  Crowns  of  1825  and  1826  (coin  7D)  and  is  by  Merlen.

*The  description  given  of  the  legend  in  the  Order  in  Council  of  14th  June,  1825,  for  these  coins  is  “britan- 
niarum  rex  fid  :  def  and  this  Order  was  sent  to  the  Master  of  the  Mint  the  same  day  by  George  Harrison 
of  the  Treasury,  together  with  a  note  asking  for  it  to  be  given  effect.  As  the  Reverses  of  the  Shilling  and  Sixpence 
were  to  be  identical,  only  a  striking  of  the  Shilling  Reverse  was  appended  to  the  Order  (such  strikings  were  usually 
on  a  thin  tin  flan,  and  were  attached  to  the  Order  by  means  of  glue  or  by  a  pin).  This  Reverse  design  is  the  same  as 
ESC.  1264  &  1265  (this  coin  is  struck  in  Barton’s  metal)  in  the  case  of  the  Shilling,  and  ESC  1668  &  1669  in  the 
case  of  the  Sixpence,  and  in  both  cases  have  been  attributed  to  William  Wyon.  In  fact  only  the  Obverses  are  by 
William  Wyon,  and  the  Reverses  were  modelled  and  engraved  by  Merlen.  For  some  reason,  coins  of  a  modified 
design  and  with  a  different  legend  of  “britanniarum  rex  fidei  defensor”,  were  issued  for  currency 
(coins  7  F  &  G  above)  but  why  this  change  was  made  I  have  been  unable  to  find  out.  If  the  change  was  deliberate 
there  is  certainly  no  official  authorisation  by  Royal  Proclamation,  and  this  would  have  been  necessary  in  order  that 
counterfeiters  would  be  within  the  penalties  of  the  law  as  laid  down  by  Statute  37  George  III  C.  126.  I  suspect 
that  it  was  a  mistake  which  was  discovered  too  late  for  it  to  be  corrected,  and  that  the  matter  was  not  considered 
to  be  sufficiently  important  to  warrant  a  second  Proclamation  and  all  that  it  would  have  entailed.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  possible  the  error  was  not  noticed  at  all,  and  this  would  account  for  the  matter  not  being  mentioned  in 
the  Royal  Mint  Record  Books. 

fl  have  stated  the  Reverse  of  these  coins  to  be  the  work  of  Merlen  for  the  following  reasons: 

(i)  A  statement  by  Merlen  when  asking  for  permission  to  retire  that  in  1828  he  was  required  to  model  and 
engrave  new  reverse  designs  for  the  coinage. 

(ii)  His  initials  appear  on  coins  9  E  and  F. 

(iii)  The  similarity  between  these  reverse  designs  and  those  appearing  on  the  Five  Pound  Pieces  of  1825,  which 
were  modelled  and  engraved  by  Merlen,  is  quite  marked,  e.g.  the  arrangement  of  the  mantle  is  similar,  and  the 
letters  and  heraldic  devices  are  characteristic  of  Merlen’s  work. 

(iv)  The  Reverse  is  also  very  similar  to  the  William  IV  Crowns  of  1831-1834,  the  Reverses  of  which  were 
modelled  and  engraved  by  Merlen,  in  particular  ESC.  276  which  is  almost  identical. 

THE  COINAGE  OF  THE  REPUBLIC  OF  ECUADOR.

Part  II.  1872-1916 

The  first  Ecuadorean  coins  to  be  minted  outside  Ecuador  were  also  the  country’s 
first  copper  coins  and  its  first  decimal  coins.  These  were  the  one  and  two  centavos 
of  1872,  produced  by  Heaton’s  of  Birmingham.  President  Gabriel  Garcia  Moreno 
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authorised  their  circulation  at  the  rate  of  ten  centavos  to  the  Real,  and  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  Ecuadorean  ten  centavo  pieces  are  still  referred  to  as  Reales  in  normal 
conversation  even  today. 

On  1  April  1884  President  Jose  Maria  Placido  Caamano  approved  a  decree  re¬ 
forming  the  monetary  system  and  establishing  the  Sucre ,  named  after  General 
Antonio  Jose  de  Sucre  (1975gl830),  victor  of  the  Battle  of  Pichincha,  24  May  1822, 
which  liberated  Ecuador  from  the  Spaniards.  All  the  coins  bore  the  Ecuadorean  arms 
on  the  obverse  and  the  head  of  General  Sucre  on  the  reverse.  The  coins  authorised 
were,  in  .900  gold,  the  Double  Condor  (20  Sucres)  of  32.25806  grams,  the  Condor, 
16.12903  g.,  the  Doblon  (4  Sucres),  6.45161  g.,  the  fifth  Condor,  3.22580  g.,  and  the 
tenth  Condor,  1.61290  g.,  and,  in  .900  silver,  the  Sucre,  25  g.,  half  Sucre,  12.5  g., 
two  Decimos,  5  g.,  Decimo,  2.5  g.,  and  half  Decimo,  1.25  g. ;  also  five  centavos  in 
nickel  and  one  centavo  and  half  centavo  in  copper  or  cupro-nickel.  The  decree  made 
provision  for  establishing  a  national  mint,  but  this  was  not  put  into  effect,  and  the 
first  issue,  consisting  of  silver  Sucres,  half  Sucres,  two  Decimos  and  Decimos,  and 
nickel  five  centavos,  centavos  and  half  centavos,  was  produced  at  Birmingham  in  1884. 

On  14  June  1890  President  Dr.  Antonio  Flores  approved  a  decree  authorising  the 
minting  of  30,000  Sucres  in  copper  centavos  and  half  centavos,  and  this  also  was 
carried  out  at  Birmingham. 

On  1  September  1892  President  Dr.  Luis  Cordero  approved  a  decree  authorising 
the  minting  of  300,000  Sucres  in  silver  two  Decimos,  Decimos,  and  half  Decimos, 
and  the  minting  of  the  silver  half  Decimos,  which  commenced  in  Lima  in  1893, 
completed  the  series  of  coins  authorised  by  the  1884  decree  with  the  exception  of  the 
five  proposed  gold  denominations. 

A  decree  approved  by  President  General  Eloy  Alfaro  on  4  November  1898 
authorised  the  minting  of  a  gold  Condor,  or  ten  Sucres,  in  .900  gold,  22  mm.  in 
diameter  and  weighing  8.136  grams.  This  is  only  just  over  half  the  weight  of  the 
similar  coin  authorised,  but  never  minted,  in  1884.  The  coin  was  to  be  minted  in 
England  and  paid  for  by  selling  in  London  up  to  3,000,000  Sucres  in  silver,  plus  all 
the  Chilean  and  Peruvian  money  circulating  in  the  provinces  of  Canar,  Azuay,  Loja 
and  El  Oro.  The  Condors  were  struck  at  Birmingham  in  1899  and  1900. 

By  1908  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  silver  coins  was  greater  than  their  face  value, 
and  their  consequent  exportation  was  causing  a  shortage  of  coin  within  the  country. 
As  a  result  of  this,  President  General  Eloy  Alfaro  approved  a  decree  on  31  October 
1908  authorising  the  minting  of  gold  and  cupro-nickel,  as  follows:  in  .900  gold,  up 
to  200,000  pieces  of  Half  Condor  (Five  Sucres),  diameter  18  mm.,  weight  4.068 
grams,  up  to  500,000  pieces  of  fifth  Condor,  diameter  14  mm.,  weight  1.6272  grams, 
and  in  an  alloy  of  75%  copper  and  25%  nickel,  up  to  2,000,000  pieces  of 
Five  Centavos,  diameter  21  mm.,  weight  3  grams,  up  to  2,500,000  pieces  of  Two 
Centavos,  diameter  19  mm.,  weight  3  grams,  up  to  3,000,000  pieces  of  One  Centavo, 
diameter  17  mm.,  weight  2  grams,  and  up  to  4,000,000  pieces  of  Half  Centavo 
diameter  15  mm.,  weight  1.5  grams.  The  four  cupro-nickel  denominations  were 
produced  at  Birmingham  in  1909,  but  the  two  authorised  gold  coins  were  never 
minted. 

A  decree  of  13  June  1916  prohibited  the  exportation  of  all  Ecuadorean  silver  coin, 
and  on  9  October  1916  President  Dr.  Alfredo  Baquerizo  Moreno  approved  a  decree 
authorising  the  two  and  one  Decimo  coins  which  were  produced  in  Philadelphia  that 
year.  These  were  the  last  Ecuadorean  coins  to  be  minted  to  the  specifications  of  the 
1884  decree,  and  the  last  Ecuadorean  coins  to  be  made  of  .900  silver.

The  year  1967  was  the  bicentenary  year  of  the  foundation  of  the  oldest  and  best 
known  of  the  regimental  orders  of  merit— that  of  the  5th  foot,  which  was  instituted 
in  1767,  and  continued  to  be  awarded  until  1856.  It  was  unique  in  having  received 
official  approval  in  1832,  two  years  after  the  inauguration  of  the  Long  Service  and 
Good  Conduct  Medal  which  in  every  other  case  resulted  in  the  abolition  of  regi¬ 
mental  medals. 

Cannon’s  “Historical  Record  of  the  5th  Foot,”  published  in  1838,  gives  the 
earliest  available  account  of  the  Order.1  Such  later  writers  as  Carlisle,  Fleming, 
Tancred  and  Payne  all  obtained  their  information  from  him.  Cannon  described  the 
Order  as  being  divided  into  three  classes,  awarded  respectively  for  seven,  fourteen 
and  twenty-one  years’  irreproachable  conduct.  He  stated  that  the  first  class  award 
was  of  gilt  metal,  and  while  bronze-gilt  specimens  are  not  infrequently  met  with,  by 
far  the  greater  number  found  are  of  bronze  with  no  trace  of  gilding. 

The  second  class  was  of  silver,  and — again  according  to  Cannon — was  inscribed : 
“Reward  of  fourteen  years’  Military  Merit”.  However,  this  inscription,  for  14,  18 
or  21  years,  appeared  only  on  the  earlier  engraved  medals  (No.  3).  The  later  second 
class  awards  were  identical  in  design  with  the  first  class,  but  struck  in  silver 
(Nos.  4  and  5). 

The  third  class  of  the  Order  was  granted  for  21  years’  service.  Cannon  said  that 
the  inscription  on  the  reverse  was:  “A.B.,  for  twenty-one  years’  good  and  faithful 
service  as  a  soldier,  had  received  from  his  commanding  officers  this  honourable 
testimony  of  merit”.  It  is  possible  that  some  medals  were  so  inscribed,  but  none 
have  been  seen  or  can  be  traced  by  the  writer.  Special  medals  were  granted  for 
exceptionally  long  or  meritorious  service  (see  Nos.  6  and  7).  Recipients  of  the  third 
class  of  the  Order  also  wore  on  the  right  breast  an  oval  badge  of  the  colour  of  the 
facings  embroidered  round  with  gold  and  silver  wreaths,  and  with  the  word  “merit” 
in  gold.  The  medals  were  worn  on  the  left  breast,  or  “at  a  button-hole  of  the  left 
lapel”  suspended  from  a  ribbon  of  the  colour  of  the  facings,  i.e.  gosling-green — a 
colour  approximating  to  khaki. 

While,  by  the  time  that  Cannon’s  history  was  published,  the  three  grades  had 
been  formally  constituted,  as  originally  established  on  March  10th,  1767,  there  was 
a  single  class  only— a  brass  medal  given  for  seven  years’  service  (No.  1).  Two  years 
later,  however,  the  first  awards  were  made  for  longer  periods  of  service,  and  we  read 
in  a  letter  dated  January  14th,  1769,  from  an  officer  of  the  Regiment,  then  at  Limerick 
(quoted  by  the  Duchess  of  Northumberland  in  “The  Diaries  of  a  Duchess”  (1927) 
that  “a  few  days  ago  arrived  here  Earl  Percy  [Colonel  of  the  Regiment,  1768-1784] 

.  .  .  he  gave  to  each  man  who  had  served  with  the  same  credit  14  years,  a  silver  medal 
in  exchange  for  his  brass  one”.  These  silver  medals  were  engraved,  and  those 
awarded  on  this  occasion  were  of  an  especially  large  size,  2\  inches  in  diameter 
(No.  2).  Later  issues  were  of  the  usual  size  (No.  3).  All  bore  the  date  January  18th, 
1769.  This  was  in  effect  the  inauguration  of  the  second  class  of  the  Order,  and  of 
the  custom  whereby  the  awards  were  made  annually,  each  man  who  had  completed 
the  necessary  period  of  service  and  maintained  the  required  high  standard  of  conduct 
since  the  previous  year  receiving  his  medal.  The  rules  of  the  Order  provided  that  in 
the  event  of  a  recipient  subsequently  proving  unworthy  to  hold  it,  he  was  to  be 
deprived  of  it  “as  publicly  as  he  had  been  invested  with  it”.  There  is,  however,  no 
record  of  this  drastic  action  ever  having  been  taken. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  19th  century  the  Order  seems  to  have  fallen  into  abeyance. 
At  all  events,  a  new  issue  of  the  medals  was  made  inscribed  “Revived  April  23rd, 
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1805”.  In  the  original  issue,  St.  George  is  shown  in  full  armour,  and  wearing  a 
plumed  helmet.  A  curious  feature  of  the  later  issue  is  that,  due  to  a  mistake  on  the 
part  of  the  die-sinker,  he  is  depicted  as  wearing  a  cocked  hat  (No.  5). 

From  1827  to  1831  the  Regiment  was  stationed  in  Ireland,  and  while  there  the 
powers  that  be  noticed  the  medals  being  worn.  As  a  result,  shortly  after  the  Regiment 
moved  to  Gibraltar  early  in  1832,  the  commanding  officer  was  asked  by  the 
G.O.C.-in-C.,  Lord  Hill,  to  explain  the  rules  of  the  Order,  and  also  to  let  me  know 
how  the  medals  were  paid  for.  The  information  was  duly  supplied,  and  evidently 
found  satisfactory,  for  the  following  letter  was  in  due  course  received: 

Horse-Guards,  20th  June,  1832. 
Sir, 

I  have  had  the  honour  to  submit  to  the  General  Commanding-in-Chief,  your 
letter  of  the  4th  instant,  with  its  enclosure  on  the  subject  of  the  “Order  of  Merit” 
existing  in  the  5th  Foot,  and  am  directed  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  explanation 
afforded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sutherland,  shows  that  the  order  in  question  is 
dispensed  under  the  most  laudable  regulations,  and  has  been  productive  of  the 
best  effects,  during  the  long  period  since  its  original  establishment  in  the  regiment. 

It  is  considered  highly  desirable,  however,  that  both  officer  and  soldier  should, 
under  all  circumstances,  be  taught  to  expect  professional  honours  from  the 
sovereign  alone;  and  under  this  impression,  Lord  Hill  has  been  induced  to  re¬ 
commend  to  the  king  to  give  the  royal  authority  for  the  confirmation  and  con¬ 
tinuance  of  this  regimental  Badge  of  distinction,  an  arrangement,  which,  while  it 
bestows  upon  it  legitimate  existence,  will,  at  the  same  time,  no  doubt,  enhance 
its  value  in  the  estimation  of  those  on  whom  it  is  conferred. 

You  will,  therefore,  be  pleased  to  communicate  this  decision  to  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Sutherland,  and  acquaint  him,  that  he  is  at  liberty  to  proceed  in  the 
distribution  of  the  medals  and  badges  as  heretofore.

By  an  Order  dated  May  4th,  1836,  the  Regiment  was  designated  Fusiliers,  and 
the  reverse  of  the  medals  was  accordingly  redesigned  to  show  the  new  title  (No.  8). 
Tancred  in  his  “Historical  Record  of  Medals”,  said  that  there  was  in  the  Murray 
collection  an  example  of  this  last  type  without  the  “V”,  and  Hastings  Irwin  also  lists 
one.  Probably,  however,  the  latter  author  obtained  his  information  from  the  earlier 
work.  The  writer  has  never  seen  an  example  with  the  “V”  omitted,  although  on 
some  specimens  this  letter  is  almost  obscured  by  the  suspension  clip. 

The  Order  of  Merit  was  finally  abolished  by  a  letter  dated  23rd  February,  1856. 
The  men  in  possession  of  medals  were  allowed  to  retain  and  wear  them,  but  any 
further  distribution  was  prohibited.  Tancred  wrote  that  “many  years  ago,  when  the 
5th  were  doing  duty  at  the  Tower  of  London,  he  remarked  that  the  sentry  at  the 
gate  wore  one  of  the  bronze-gilt  medals”.  This  must  have  been  in  1864,  when  the 
Regiment  was  stationed  at  the  Tower.  After  abolition  of  the  medal,  the  commanding 
officer  continued  for  some  years  to  issue  parchment  certificates,  confirming  that  the 
bearer  had  been  enrolled  as  a  member  of  the  Honourable  Order. 

As  stated,  the  most  accurate  information  is  that  given  by  Cannon,  and  there  was 
an  article  in  Vol.  II  of  the  Journal  of  the  Society  for  Army  Historical  Research  by 
Alfred  Brewis  which  is  of  some  interest  although  not  altogether  accurate.  In  addition 
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to  these  sources,  I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  G.  N.  Farrier,  who  was  Hon.  Curator  of  the 
Royal  Northumberland  Fusiliers  Regimental  Museum  from  1947  to  1959  for 
reading  this  article,  and  for  many  helpful  suggestions. 

Types  of  Medals 

1.  Brass,  If  in.  dia.  Obverse:  St.  George  and  Dragon  facing  (observer’s) 
left.  Above,  “Quo  Fata  Vocant”  on  a  tripartite  scroll.  Reverse:  Within  a  laurel 
wreath,  “Vth  Foot,  merit.  March  the  10th.  1767”.  A  small  lug  is  cast  integral  with 
the  medal  through  which  may  be  passed  a  ring  for  suspension. 

2.  Engraved  silver  medal,  2\  in.  dia.  Obverse:  St.  George  and  the  Dragon. 
To  the  left  “Vth”  and  to  the  right  “Ft”.  Above,  the  motto  on  a  scroll.  Reverse: 
“Reward  of  14  Years  Military  Merit.  18th.  Jany.  1769”.  A  large  triangular  loop  for 
suspension.  Tancred  described  this  medal  which  was  then  in  the  collection  of  K. 
Stewart-Mackenzie  of  Seaforth.  It  was  later  in  Lord  Cheylesmore’s  collection,  and 
when  that  was  dispersed  by  Glendining  in  July  1930  it  was  sold  for  £ 9  10s.  Another 
specimen  of  this,  stated  to  have  been  awarded  to  one  George  Kirk,  is  illustrated  by 
Alfred  Brewis  in  his  article. 

3.  Engraved  silver  medal,  1|  in.  dia.  Obverse:  St.  George  and  the  Dragon  facing 
right.  Scroll  above  as  No.  1.  In  exergue:  “Vth.  Foot”.  Reverse:  In  a  laurel  wreath, 
“reward  of  21  years  military  merit.  18th  January  1769”.  Others  inscribed 
“14  years”  and  “18  years”.  Clip  and  iron  ring  for  suspension. 

4.  Die-struck  silver  medal,  If  in.  dia.  Obverse:  design  as  No.  .3.  Reverse:  as 
No.  1,  but  date  given  “March  10th.  1767”. 

5.  Obverse:  St.  George  (wearing  cocked  hat)  and  Dragon.  Scroll  and  motto  as 
No.  1.  In  exergue:  “Revived  Aprl.  23,  1805”.  Reverse:  As  No.  4.  Pierced  at  top  for 
suspension  by  a  ring,  to  which  various  types  of  bars  were  affixed.  Silver,  bronze, 
or  bronze-gilt. 

6.  As  last,  in  silver  with  obverse  filled  in  with  coloured  enamel.  Suspended  from 
special  bar  inscribed:  “This  Medal  was  given  to  Henry  Rogers,  for  his  good  conduct 
during  the  period  of  24  years”. 

7.  Silver.  Obverse:  Badge  and  motto.  Reverse:  “Presented  to  John  Watson  by 
Col.  Sir  C.  Pratt,  K.C.B.  and  officers  of  the  Regiment,  a  Token  of  Regard,  May 
1818”.  (John  Watson  was  the  Quartermaster).  This  medal  listed  by  Hastings  Irwin. 

8.  Obverse:  As  No.  3.  Reverse:  “v  Northumberland  fusiliers,  merit,  march 
10th.  1767”.  Silver  or  bronze.  Standard  suspension  was  a  clip  and  ring  as  No.  3, 
but  unofficial  suspenders  are  often  found.  A  silver  medal  in  the  writer’s  collection  is 
named  on  the  rim :  “sergt.  John  Bedford”.  This  type  was  introduced  after  May  4th, 
1836,  when  the  Fusilier  title  was  given  to  the  Regiment. 

9.  As  No.  8,  but  without  the  numeral  “V”.  See  above  as  to  lack  of  confirmation 
that  this  type  ever  existed. 


1  Although  he  states  in  a  footnote  that  a  full  acount  of  the  medals  is  given  in  a  work  by  General 
Donkin  published  in  America  in  1777.  No  copy  of  this  work,  nor  even  its  title,  is  known  to 
the  writer. 

PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED. 

SPASSKY,  Dr.  I.  G.  The  Russian  Monetary  System  (English  translation).  Amsterdam, 
1967. 

This  is  a  revised,  enlarged  and  profusely  illustrated  English  language  edition  of  Dr. 
Spassky’s  previous  work  on  the  Russian  monetary  system.  There  are  a  number  of  books, 
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many  of  which  are  obsolete  and  out  of  print,  on  particular  aspects  of  Russian  coinage,  but  a 
comprehensive  work  on  Russian  coinage  in  English  was  lacking.  This  void  is  now  most  ade¬ 
quately  filled.  The  book  traces  the  Russian  coinage  system  from  the  pre-Mongol  period  through 
the  current  U.S.S.R.  coinage.  The  book  is  a  survey,  going  into  much  detail  in  parts,  but  is  not 
a  catalogue,  i.e.  does  not  list  coins  by  denominations,  dates  and  valuations. 

Dr.  Spassky  is  a  distinguished  numismatist  who  has  carried  out  the  traditions  of  Russian 
coinage  in  a  charming,  down  to  earth  and  refreshing  manner.  The  old  peasant  saying  he 
quotes:  “Money  likes  to  be  counted”  is  delightful!  Thanks  must  be  given  Messrs.  Goroshina 
and  the  late  Leonard  Forrer  for  the  smooth  and  very  readable  translation. 

Great  lengths  were  taken  to  dispel  certain  major  fallacies,  one  such  being  ‘fur’  and  ‘leather’ 
money,  of  whose  validity  there  had  been  various  supporters.  Such  ‘money’  actually  deriving 
in  part  from  the  high  quality  of  Russian  fur,  and  such  things  as  word  similarities,  as  the  word 
‘cuna’  meaning  ‘marten  fur’,  etc.  A  similar  situation  existed  in  research  on  early  Latin  American 
coins,  where  documentation  of  early  Nuevo  Reino  gold  made  repeated  references  to  ‘badgers’ — 
the  guilty  source  word  being  ‘tejon’ — meaning  ‘badger’,  but  also  the  true  meaning  in  this 
instance:  ‘round  gold  ingot’. 

From  an  interesting  study  of  the  origin  of  the  monetary  system  as  a  starter,  the  work  did 
slow  down  by  too  much  attention  given  to  the  coinage  of  the  middle  ages,  which  is  not  as 
interesting  (to  the  reviewer)  as  the  coinage  of  the  17th  century  and  later.  This  is  offset  by  the 
wealth  of  illustrations  of  coins,  original  hoards,  documents  and  engravings  of  medieval  coin 
manufacture  and  related.  The  work  accelerates  in  interest  as  the  change  to  a  modern  coinage 
commences  in  the  late  17th  century.  It  has  been  an  accepted  fact  that  Peter  I  had  taken  over 
monetary  innovations  from  the  West.  But  it  is  found  that  actually  the  Russian  monetary  system 
in  1704  was  the  first  to  appear  among  the  18th  century  decimal  monetary  systems  in  Western 
Europe  and  America!  The  story  unfolds  of  the  new  denominations’  struggles  to  establish 
themselves  against  the  archaic  and  tenacious  wire  kopeks  and  altyns,  which  made  their  dying 
gasps  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  18th  century. 

Much  specific  detailed  data  is  furnished,  which  was  either  previously  obscure  or  not  known 
in  the  West.  Among  a  few  are  the  reasons  for  Catherine  II’s  Siberian  coinage,  the  Swedish 
imitations  of  Russian  Piateks  in  1788,  Russian  imitation  of  Dutch  Ducats,  etc.  Dr.  Spassky 
expresses  a  preference  for  the  older  coins,  but  notes  that  foreign  scholars  are  turning  more  and 
more  for  their  interest  toward  Russian  18th  to  20th  century  coins,  and  tells  us  that  if  he  had 
an  extra  pair  of  hands  he  could  say  more  on  coins  of  the  ‘new  period’.  The  reviewer  feels  his 
shortened  treatment  of  the  ‘new  period’  was  particularly  well  done.  Dr.  Spassky  has  done  a 
thorough  and  highly  commendable  job  throughout. — Robert  P.  Harris.

A  Lucky  Farthing!  I  suppose  that  at  some  time  most  people,  numismatists  in  particular 
dream  of  finding  that  elusive  hoard  of  gold  or  silver  which  has  lain  hidden  for  centuries.  I 
wonder  how  many  dreamers  find  their  crock  of  gold,  probably  very  few;  but  don’t  be  too 
disheartened  Fate  still  sends  its  consolations,  although  perhaps  not  a  “Fishpool”  hoard,  as 
this  short  story  might  tend  to  prove! 

Some  years  ago  I  was  asked  by  a  friend  who  lived  away  from  London  to  purchase  a  pair 
of  George  II  farthings  for  an  embryo  collection,  and  a  trip  to  a  West  End  dealer  secured  me 
two  reasonable  specimens — ninepence  each,  those  were  the  days. 

However,  they  were  never  collected,  the  friend  went  abroad,  and  the  two  farthings  first 
finding  a  place  in  a  general  English  collection  were  soon  relegated  from  the  cabinet  to  the 
“odds  box”. 

Several  years  passed,  and  the  day  came  when  a  sorting-out  was  required,  and  with  now  a 
strong  allegiance  to  English  Hammered,  the  post-1660  had  to  go.  It  was  during  this  sorting 
that  I  dropped  one  of  the  farthings  to  the  floor  and  the  rather  leaden  noise  it  made  caused  me 
to  examine  it  closely  for  the  first  time.  Even  without  a  glass  it  could  be  seen  that  this  was  not  a 
single  coin,  but  two  apparently  planed  flat  and  joined  together.  Was  it  thick  enough  to  conceal 
anything  ?  Curiosity  aroused,  and  after  vain  attempts  to  prise  it  open  with  a  pocket  knife  I 
resorted  to  a  hammer.  Two  light  blows  and  it  fell  open,  imagine  my  surprise  when  out  of  the 
slightly  thicker  and  hollowed  “reverse”  section  of  the  coin  fell  a  quarter  guinea  of  1718  [Plate 
39]. 

Why  should  someone  go  to  all  this  trouble  to  conceal  the  gold  coin — perhaps  a  “lucky 
farthing”  .  .  .  what  self  respecting  highwayman  would  collect  a  farthing  from  a  client  ?  Perhaps 
it  was  some  device  used  in  smuggling — who  knows,  the  small  round  of  yellowed  paper  also 
concealed  bore  no  clue.

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So  with  the  thought  that  fate  does  occasionally  smile  on  the  dreamers,  I  will  leave  all  of  you 
rushing  to  check  your  George  II  farthings.

Britannia  and  Svea.  Referring  to  the  letter  of  Lars  O.  Lagerqvist  appearing  in  your 
March  issue,  I  would  like  to  make  it  quite  clear  that  at  the  time  of  writing  my  article  Britannia 
and  Svea  I  had  no  knowledge  of  the  paper  entitled  “Aven  mynten  ha  sina  oden”  (1964)  by 
Erik  G.  Berggren,  which  was  reviewed  in  A  Survey  of  Numismatic  Research  III ,  Modern 
Numismatics  (Congres  International  de  Numismatique,  Copenhagen,  1967).  Had  I  been  aware 
of  such  publications,  I  would  naturally  have  acknowledged  them. 

I  am  sorry  if  I  gave  the  impression  that  Charles  XII  met  with  Baron  von  Gortz  in  1709, 
but  if  Mr.  Lagerqvist  reads  my  article  again  he  will  see  that  I  did  not  say  so.  What  I  said  was 
that  the  Swedish  silver  coinage  was  called  in  during  1709.  I  later  said  that  some  42  million 
copper  talers  were  struck  between  1716  and  1720.  In  point  of  fact  the  meeting  between  the 
King  and  von  Gortz  (to  which  I  made  no  reference)  took  place  in  Stralsund,  Pomerania,  and 
the  date — as  stated  by  Mr.  Lagerqvist — was  indeed  1714. 

Whether  or  not  von  Gortz  invented  the  necessity  coins  (what  I  said  was  that  he  formulated 
the  idea  of  replacing  silver  coinage  with  a  copper  token  coinage),  he  was  nevertheless  Minister 
of  Finance  at  the  time  they  were  introduced  and  the  ultimate  responsibility  for  their  issue  was 
ft  therefore  his.  No  doubt  this  is  why  the  angry  Swedes  dubbed  them  “Gortz  dalers” — although 
the  mistake  was  surely  theirs,  and  not  mine.  Rightly  or  wrongly,  this  is  the  name  by  which  they 
have  become  known. 

Encyclopaedia  Britannica  says  of  von  Gortz:  “His  chief  financial  expedient  was  to  debase 
or  rather  ruin,  the  currency  by  issuing  copper  tokens  redeemable  in  better  times;  but  it  was 
no  fault  of  his  that  Charles  XII,  during  his  absence,  flung  upon  the  market  two  enormous 
amounts  of  this  copper  money  for  Gortz  to  deal  with.  By  the  end  of  1718  the  hatred  of  the 
Swedes  towards  him  was  so  intense  that  they  blamed  him  for  Charles  XI I’s  tyranny  as  well  as 
his  own  .  .  .  After  a  trial  before  a  special  commission  which  was  a  parody  of  justice — the 
accused  was  not  permitted  to  have  any  legal  assistance  or  the  use  of  writing  materials — he 
was  condemned  to  be  beheaded”.  The  trial  was  of  a  political  nature,  von  Gortz  having  been  a 
supporter  of  Duke  Charles  Frederick  of  Holstein-Gottorp,  the  rival  of  Frederick  of  Hesse 
(subsequently  Frederick  I)  who  was  suspected  of  having  assassinated  Charles  XII. 

Whether  the  copper  dalers  replaced  the  silver  coinage  or  the  so-called  “plate  money”  is 
rather  a  nice  point,  and  I  feel  that  perhaps  Mr.  Lagerqvist  is  here  being  rather  technical. 
According  to  “The  Monetary  History  of  Sweden”  by  Eric  F.  Heckscher  and  Nils  Ludvig 
Rasmusson  (translated  by  G.  O.  Matsson),  countermarked  plate  money  was  reissued  in  1718 
simultaneously  with  copper  dalers  and  at  the  same  value,  practically  all  other  coins  having  been 
withdrawn.  It  would  seem  that  in  this  connection  there  is  a  conflict  of  authority. 

My  information  concerning  the  place  of  minting  the  copper  dalers  came  from  the  booklet: 
“Om  Svenska  Kopparmynt”  published  by  Svenska  Handelsbanken,  in  which  illustrated  nos. 
11  and  12  are  identified  respectively  as: 

“11.  Karl  XII  Avesta  1  daler  s.m.  171&  Mercurius  (nodmynt). 

12.  Karl  XII  Avesta  1  daler  s.m.  1718  Flink  och  Fardig  (nodmynt)”. 

In  fairness  to  this  finely  produced  publication,  however,  I  now  see  that  in  the  text  appears 

►  the  short  sentence:  “Dessa  praglades  emellertid  i  Stockholm” — which,  with  the  necessary 
assistance  of  a  Swedish  dictionary,  I  translate  as  :“These  were  struck,  however,  in  Stockholm”. 

I  accept  the  criticism  regarding  the  extent  of  the  reduction  in  value  of  the  overstruck 
copper  dalers,  and  regret  the  miscalculation. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  Swedish  copper,  I  should  like  to  make  reference  to  Stephen 
Leggett’s  interesting  article  on  “Farthings  in  Britain”  ( Bulletin ,  March),  in  which  he  restates 
the  oft-quoted  assertion  that  ready  made  copper  blanks  were  imported  from  Sweden  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  farthings  of  Charles  II.  I  should  be  interested  to  hear  whether  any  of 
your  readers  can  quote  the  original  source  from  which  this  piece  of  information  is  derived, 
since  Ruding  (“Annals  of  the  Coinage”,  Vol.  II,  pp.  16-17)  provides  us  with  evidence  that 
Swedish  copper  for  the  Irish  coinage  of  Charles  II  was  imported  in  duty-free  blocks  or  chips, 
and  seems  to  suggest  that  the  same  thing  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  English  coinage  as  well. —
